In last evening's edition of the B.E- 


rfjBLiCAX mention was made of the fact 
that Hon. John H. Crocker had experi- 
enced another stroke of paralysis at his 
home in Maroa, where he had been con- 
fined by illness for several months. He 
died last night at 10:30 o'clock, attended 
by his wife, his children and friends, who 
had contributed to his comfort during 
fan prolonged affliction. The death of 
Mr. Crocker, which was not unexpected, 
removes one of the foremost citizens of 
Maroa, an active and honored resident, 
who had lived in the town since 1854 and 
had joined with the other citizens of the 
place in making the liome of his adoption 
a flourishing city, 


The history of the Crocker family is a 


part of Maroa. John Crocker wns the 
father of the deceased. He was born in 
New Hampshire in 1804, anil with his 
family moved to Illinois in 183!), engaging 
in farming near Jacksonville, which occu- 
pation he followed until he became con- 
nected with the state insane asylum. In 
1854 the family removed to Maroa, where 
the father became the station agent for 
the Illinois Central railroad company. 
This position he retained until ISOli, 
amassing considerable property by pur- 
chasing and shipping grain. 
He wns 


also a bander. Hie wife wna Mary Neal 
Pillsbury, and to the couple were born 
throe suns and two daughters. 
Mrs. 


Crocker died in 1873, and the old gentle- 
man died April G. 1^79, honored and 
mourned by the entire community. 


Hon. Johu H. Crocker, the subject of 


this sketch, was born in New Hampshire 
June 9th, 1820, and w,'i3 in the Gist year 
of his age at the time of his death. 
He 


came to Illinois with his father in 1S3!I, 
and with the family located lit Maroa in 
18,"il, Three years before that date the 
deceased became connected with the civil 
engineering department of the Illinois 
Central company, and up to 1881 was 
engaged with that rond. On January 2S, 
lS3,"i, Louise Philbrook, sister of the late 
Edwin Philbrook, became the wife of Mr. 
Crocker. The issue of the union were 
seven children, four of whom with the 
widow survive. 
They are George L. 


Crocker, John Crocker, Mrs. Margaret 
McLitm, wife of Dr. McLain, and Miss 
Louise Crocker. 
Unfits Crocker and 


George Crocker, brothers of the deceased, 
huve passed away. But one sister sur- 
vives. She is Mrs. George Percy, who 
resides in New York state. 


During the war, from 18B1 to 1803, Mr. 


Crocker was connected with Gen.Grant's 
engineering corps and did effective ser- 
vice in the South. On his return to Maroa 
he became engaged in business in that 
place, and has since been one of the lead- 
ing public spirited citizens of Maroa. He 
was interested in vnrious enterprises, but 
devnted his personal attention to the 
gram business. 
He also conducted a 


banking business, in company with his 
son. He had often been elected a mem- 
ber of the board of trustees, of which he 
wn.s president, and at the city election 
held a year ago in April, he WHS choaen 
Mayor of Mnroa. He was a member of 
the Masonic, Odd fellows anil temper- 
ance organizations, a Xmght Templar, 
and un influential member of the Presby- 
terian church at Maroa. For three years 
he held the ollice o! Supreme treasurer of 
the Supreme Lodge of Royal Templars of 
Temperance, iind in 1<W'2 he waa elected 
from this, the SSlth district, a member of 
the Illinois Legislature. He was the Re- 
publican DOIllllU'P. 


In all the positions of honor and trust 


given him and in all dealings with men 
and the affairs of life, Mr. Crocker was 
always an upright, conscientious and 
charitable gentleman, a noble man of gen- 
erous impulses and tender sympathies— 
a true man. 


The funeral will take place from the 


Presbyterian church nt Maroa, on Thurs- 
day, Feb. II), at 10 a. m. 


The members of Beaumanoir Com- 


mandery, No. l>. Knights Templar, this 
city, of which the deceased was a mem- 
ber, will attend the funeral in a body.

DECATUR FACTORY DOTS. 


New and Old Industries in the 


City Doing Well. 


The Artificial Ice Company will Steam 1'p 


Next Week. 


The REPUBLICAN reporter took a little 


stroll about the city yesterday and made 
a few notes on Decatur business, part of 
which are here given to indicate briefly 
the activity displayed by some of our 
manufacturers and business men. 


THE WIRE WOKK8. 


Messrs. Randolph & Gher, who began 


on a email scale, as a side issue for their 
real estate business, now have a flourish- 
ing wire works factory at the rear of the 
H. W, Waggoner building on East Main 
street. They employ twelve to fifteen 
men and have good machinery with which 
they convert wire into door mate of all 
sizes and make the pinlees clothes line. 
They are now filling orders for wire mats 
18 to 50 feet long for parties at Cincin- 
nati and Louisville. 
These order were 


taken by C. H. Brown, who took the or- 
ders as a side issue for his line of special- 
ties. 


STEEL AND WISE FASTENERS.

OIL OAKE FOB NEW YORK. 


During the past few months the firm 


of H. S. Clark & Co., proprietors of the 
linseed oil works, have sent 20 car loads 
of oil cake to the city of New York, and 
to-day another oar load was sent out. In 
the ground state, ready for feeding to 
stock, the cake sell at 81.10 per 100 
pounds. The works run night and day 
and turn out 32 barrels of oil every 24 
hours. It is a lively place and Manager 
Clark has his hands full, looking after 
the details of the business. 


THE HATHELD MILL. 


William Bowers looked perfectly at 


home as the jolly miller at the Hatfield 
mill. He was out of business for a while 
but now a prosperous business and the 
hum of the machinery fill him with con- 
tentment. Al. Diehl,T, A. Bone and Sey- 
mour Campbell, the book-keeper, were 
all buay, lint each had time to courteous- 
ly greet the scribe. The mill is now using 
No. 1 Minnesota wheat, which costs 83 
cents a bushel delivered in Decatur. Mr. 
Bowers hud been making close inquiries 
of farmers, and had learned that the win- 
ter wheat in this section of the state is in 
excellent condition, but that the corn in 
cribs had Buffered much from the singu- 
lar winter weather. 


THE ARTIFICIAL ICE FACTORY. 


This important enterprise to whose 


grit and cupitul Decatur is under obliga- 
tions to Mr. Henry Shlaudeman, will 
begin operations next week. It is locat- 
ed on Broadway, facing t'ae end of East 
Prairie street, and may be seen from the 
corner of the Deoatur National Bank. 
The factory is on a 90-foot lot. extending 
from Broadway east to tlie right of way 
of the Illinois Central railroad. The 
building is of wood, but is covered top 
and sides with corrugated iron. The 
property is valued at J40,00fl, the ma- 
chinery being put in by the Ice Machine 
Company of Cincinnati, Ohio. By what 
scientific process or in what way the ice 
can be made in the warmest weather, the 
reporter will not undertake to describe 
in detail, but if it takes improved ma- 
chinery to produce the cooling chunks of 
crystal ice so comforting in the hent of 
summer, Mr. Shlanderoan is well sup- 
plied. The interior is a mass of boilers, 
pumps, retorts, pipes and filters. There 
are two boilers, each 5x16 feet, boiler 
purcpe, ammonia pumps - four in number, 
a huge retort, three condensing tankman 
absorption tank, charcoal filters, and an 
expansion or freezing section, and the 
capacity of the factory is 20 tons of clear 
ice daily, frozen at 22 degrees below the 
natural freezing point—10 above zero. 
The water comes from a spring on the 
hillside, and ie drawn from iron pipes 
driven 18 feet into the sand and gravel. 
After running through the condensers, 
and the filters, the water before it goes 
into the freezing tanks passes through a 
thick sponge, so that it is absolutely free 
of all impurities when converted into 
thick cakes of ice. Ammonia and salt 
are used largely in the freezing process, 
but the secret of the process is not re- 
vealed to everybody. 


Mr. Shlandeman will sell his ice at the 


ruling market price, competing with the 
natural ice dealers. 


Similar ice factories are in successful 


operation in Jacksonville and Spring- 
field and one is about to be started at 
Bloomiugton. In Cincinnati and through- 
out the South ice is produced by the 
factory process. It was while he was in 
Germany that Mr. 
Shlaudeman 
was 


struck with the practicability of manu- 
facturing ice, and on his return he lost 
no time in arranging to engage in the 
business.

A Great Mountain with 500.OOO Acres of 


Good Timber. 


For some time, says the Ensenda 


(Cal.) correspondent of" The San Diego 
Sun, items have been published in the 
press that all the great pine region of 
San Pedro Martir, in Lower California, 
was an entirely unexplored and unknown 
country, while the facts are simply these: 
Three years ago Col. D. K. Allen care- 
fully examined that most beautiful por- 
tion of this coast. Col. Allen spent near- 
ly 100 days in this great work. In his 
report, most of which lias been published, 
largely quoted from by Charles Nordhoflf 
and others, he says: 


'San Pedro Martir is one single great 


mountain, instead of a range of mount- 
ains. It is about 100 miles i n length from 
northwest to southeast, and from ten to 
thirty miles in width, covering on area 
of more than 1,000,000 acrea, one-half of 
which is covered with tine timber, 
I 


found, on measuring fifty-five acres, se- 
lected in different parts of the pine and 
taken carefully as an average, that there 
are twenty-seven large trees and nine 
small ones to the acre. 
The large ones 


will average two to four logs to tlie tree, 
•?ach twelve, feet in height and I.KO and 
one-half feot in diameter lu tlie small 
end." 


The only white man that ever reached 


the summit of tlie growtli of the yellow 
and sugar pine, 12,800 feet above the sea, 
is Col. Allen. At three points, near and 
to tlie north of Tres Palomas, did lie reach 
an altitude of 12.800 feet above title wa- 
ter at its lowest point. This was at the 
three points known as Mounts Jesse, Isis 
and Oriuii. Taking the level at that 
point, 12,800 feet, lie calculated that the 
height of the highest of the Tres Palomas 
(three doves) wa» not less than 14,000 to 
15,000 feet above the sea. 


Tlie canvons on either side—grand, 


wild and magniliceut—are filled with 
pine up to the 12.SOO foot line. Above 
this only tlie pinion grows, which is 
found nearly to the summit. Tlie finest 
springs of pure cold water are found at 
an altitude of 11,000 feet. 
No snow is 


ever found on any of the peaks after July 
1 until September. The annual rainfall 
in summer is not more than thirty inches, 
as given by the Kspinos. Out of the 
ninety-seven days rain fell on fifty-one of 
them. 
Never less than four feet of snow 


falls in \\inter. 
The, past two winters 


ten feet of snow has fallen on the level 
eacli winter. This accounts for the great 
supply of water found in tlie Ko^ario.

No one 
lit present lives on the mountain only in 
aummer. J. M. Espmosa and family 
formerly, for fourteen years, lived at the 
;>ld mission and kept their cattle there 
every winter. 
At one time they had 


25,000 head of cattle on the mountain.

Sand Junes from the Sahara desert 


liave been seriously encroaching upon 
the oases in the southern part of Tunis, 
and awhile ago the French government 
sent K. Hlanc to see what could be done 
to prevent the desert from further ad- 
vances upon the oases. He has returned, 
after carefully studying the problem. 
He reports that, in bis opinion, the whole 
southern part of Tunis is in process of 
gradual desiccation. The desert is slowly 
extending Us boundaries to tbe north. 
Far « iihin the present limits of the des- 
ert Mr. hl.uic found numerous ruins of 
buildings erected during the Roman oc- 
cupanev, showing conclusively that at 
tbe dawn of the Christian era fertility 
and % erdure reigned where now only the 
sterility of the desert exists. 


As \ct Mr. Hlanc is unable to suggest 


any praetic;d measures for saving the 
oot.es from gradual extinction. His or- 
ders were to sec if steps could bo taken 
with advantage similar to those employ- 
ed in France to prevent the sand dunes 
idong the Gulf of (iascogne from en- 
croaching upon the cultivable lands. 
His answer is in the negative. 
The 


great difficulty in the way of fighting 
the e\il is the lack of water, and he 
doubts that a sulYicient quantity can be 
securtd by me.nui of artesian wells. The 
scene of hib investigations isin thesonth- 
v/cai part of Tunis.—Paris Special,

TARANTULA AGAINST CENTIPEDEJ 


Some Interesting Battles Between Venom- 


ous and Ferocious Creature*. 


One afternoon last week there was a 


large and interested crowd ef amuse- 
ment seekers in and in front of the large 
side windows of Knox & Van Haren's 
drug store. Several days before two 
centipedes, one large and the other 
small, were brought into the store, and 
also a tarantula. They were left in sep- 
arate receptacles, and all alive. 


On this particular afternoon it was de- 


termined to see how the animals would 
act when placed together. 
A layer of 


sand about an inch thick was spread 
over the bottom of a glass globe, and 
tirst the two centipedes were dropped in 
and with them a horned toad. His 
majesty with tlie horns took no part in 
the trouble which disturbed the other 
two. He seemed to be acting simply as 
the referee of the fight. The two centi- 
pedes crawled over him and rolled over 
iiim, but hardly awakened his sleepy 
nature. 


Not so the others. They circled two or 


three times around the globe and llually 
•aine in each other's way. Each desired 
to crawl over the other, and the battle 
began. It was short, but it was exciting. 
No two pugilists ever went after each 
other with more vim or more apparent 
determination to do each other harm 
than did these two centipedes. 
Their 


catlike claws were repeatedly imbedded 
in each other's bodies, but the smaller 
one could not stand the strain, and when 
they came together for the third time, 
about two minutes after they were first 
put in, they clinched and wound about 
each other, keeping their daws going in 
scissor fashion upon each other's bodies 
until the smaller centipede dropped out, 
dead. 


The body was taken out of the globe, 


ind soon after tho tarantula was dropped 
in. The centipede had not had time to 
recover any strength after his battle \\ ith 
his fellow, and his sting had lost its death 
lealing qualities, so that this battle was 
also short. Tho two animals closed only 
twice when the forceps of the tarantula 
crushed through the head of tlie larger 
centipede, and he died quickly. The ta- 
rantula had apparently received no in- 
jury, and he looked mad enough to have 
fought a whole regiment of centipedes. 


One of the company who had watched 


the two battles, impressed with the way 
the centipede fought in the first battle, 
ventured the assertion that tbecentipede 
was the better lighter. lie knew \\ here 
one could be obtained and he \\ ent arid- 
it; meanwhile the crowd waited. Wiieii 
he retuined he brought a centipede near- 
ly four and a half inches long. It was 
immediately dropped 
into the globe, 


and the light, which "as then begun, 
lasted for f u l l y three-quarters of an hour, 
and was e\eecdini;U savage while it 
lasted. The tarantula did most of the 
lighting, but after tbe tirst attack invari- 
ablv u >t Ihe worst of tbe round. 


Tin- lar.inlnli lights "ith a pair of 


pinehers. \\biebare thrust out just be- 
low or from the lower part of the head. 
These lire very hard, and strong enough 
io leave marks upon a lead pencil. Tlie 
centipede lights with the double line of 
cat like claws which are ranged in rows 
along the side of the body. In fighting 
the tarantula spreads himself out, and, 
after backing away after the manner of 
a crawtinh until he can get no further, 
springs upon the enemy, thrusting out 
the pinehers anil grasping whatever por- 
tion of the txxly of the. enemy comes 
within reach. 


In the battle in the globe the two came 


together for a dozen or more rounds, 
breaking away and returning to the op- 
iwsiteside of the globe at the close of 
each. Finally the two came together 
and the centipede seemed to get the hold 
he had been looking for, and the taran- 
tula's body was quickly wrapped up in 
the fold of the armed body of its oppo- 
nent. Meanwhile the hundred claws of 
the centipede were working rapidly and 
with such effect that tho life of the ta- 
rantula was soon over. Tbe victorious 
rentipede did not come out un cathed, 
aj, the forceps of Ihe tarantula had 
pierced his body in five places, from 
which the black life fluid was running. 
He survived the battle only a few hours. 
—San Diego Union.
